LONDON, Jan, 21.—The funeral 
of King George V will be held on 
Tuesday, Jan. 28, in St. George's 
chapel of Windsor castle. The body - 
will lie in state in Westminster 
hall from Thursday until time of 
the funeral. A full state procession 
will accompany the late king's 
body from Westminster hall to 
Paddington station, from where the 
body will be taken to Windsor. 

OTTAWA, Jan. 21.—A royal sa- 
lute of 21 guns, fired at noon Wed- 
nesday at saluting stations in Can- 
ada announced the accession to the 
throne of King Edward VIII. 

On the day of the funeral of 
King George V 70 guns, fired at 
minute Intervals and terminating at 
sunset, will express the sorrow of 
the British people. 

The British Commonwealth of 
Nations and the Empire of India 
today mourned the ‘death of King- 
Emperor George V. Governor- 
General Lord Tweedsmulr, Prime 
Minister King, R. B. Bennett and 
official Ottawa led the people of 
Canada in national mourning to- 
day. All government offices and 
most of the public martes were 
closed; sports and entertainments 
were cancelled as the whole coun- 
try expressed its deep sorrow on 
the occasion of the death of the 
sovereign especially close to Cana- 
diane.

THE LATE KING GEORGE V 


What can be said of the fifth George, King 
and Emperor of the British Empire, now that 
he is dead and all the great newspapers have 
had their profusive say?

AN OPPORTUNITY IN SOUTHERN 
ALBERTA 


Among the mistakes of a major nature 
made in Alberta’s brief history was the in- 
discriminate moving of settlers from the 
southern drouth areas to the grey soil areas 
in central and northern Alberta. This was 
merely following up one mistake by the mak- 
ing of another. 

If there is any moving to be done the south- 
ern settlers should be moved onto irrigated 
farms. The vacant irrigable lands of the 
Eastern Irrigation District offers agricultural 
opportunities far ahead of anything the grey 
soils areas can offer. 

The grey soils areas are essentially mixed 
farming regions. They are of little value for 
wheat raising. After three or four years of 
wheat raising the crops dwindle to a trifling 
yield per acre even with abundant rain. 

The grey soils areas have to be at least 
partially cleared. That is an expensive pro- 
cess. Vacant land there, too, is usually far 
from markets and even from market roads, 
to say nothing of railways. The climate is 
different from that of southern Alberta, usu- 
ally being very cold for most of the winter, 
with heavy snowfalls. 

Moving a family from southern Alberta to 
the available lands in the grey soils areas is 
quite a transition. It really means starting 
over again in a raw, new and strange coun- 
try. 

Moving from dry land to irrigated land in 
southern Alberta does not cause all the in- 
conveniences such as does a move northward 
and the farm family is still in a country to 
which they are accustomed and not far from 
centers and people with which they are ac- 
quainted. 

Good roads, good schools, telephones, 
ample water supply, convenient market cen- 
ters are all available in the Eastern Irrigation 
District. Railway facilities are close at hand 


and there is none of the isolation so common 
in the unsettled regions of the north. 
Mixed farming can be carried on more ex- 
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tensively and more profitably than in the 
grey soils areas because of the proximity of 
transportation and markets and the ease 
with which feed can be produced. Weather 
conditions, too, are more favorable in the 
south for this branch. of agricultural activity. 

The low: price fixed on irrigable land now 
overcomes one of the big drawbacks to wide- 
spread settlement of the Eastern Irrigation 
District. There is no expensive and labori- 
ous clearing of wooded sections. 

Rational thinking suggests that the spas- 
modic trekking from the south to the nofth- 
ern portions of the province should cease. 
Better opportunities are available right here. 


DEDICATED TO THE SCOTCH PHILOSO- 
PHER (Mr. T. Longbotham, Baintree 


This is a tribute to the Scottish race, the 
occasion being provided by the approach of 
the anniversary of the birth of Robert Burns 
—a day infinitely dear to Caledonia’s sons 
and daughters. 

Scotland is a small land and withal a 
mountainous and comparatively  unfertile. 
But her hills and valleys produced a sturdy 
and courageous race of people whose influ- 
ence has made its mark on the world.
